UNIONS ABANDON 
UUERGIVE EFFORT 
AFTER THREE DAYS 


Business Activity in Cali- 
fornia Port Bounds Back 
to Normal as General 
Committee Votes To 
Abandon Strike. 


MARITIME WORKERS 
WILL REMAIN OUT 


Dock Labor Dispute Ex- 
pected To Be Arbitrated 
in Wake of Sympathy 
Strikes’ Collapse. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 19.— 
(UP)—American labor's most militant 
challenge failed today when the back 
of the San Francisco general strike 
was broken under the pressure of 
aroused public opinion, 

The general strike commiftee—die- 
tator for three and a half days over 
the life of the entire city—yielded to 
the torce of public disfavor and voted 
at 1 p. m. to call off all sympathy 
strikes. Delegates representing 115 
striking unions attended the meeting 
which made j cision by a vote of 
191 to 174. 

By unanimous vote tonight all 
unions except the maritime and truck- 
ers voted to return to work. 

This left the longshoremen and sea- 
men to carry on their battle alone. 

Later the strike committee adopted 
two more resolutions. The first asked 
for recall of the national guard t: Troops. 
The second empowered the committee's 
president to recall the general commit- 
tee “if he so desires in behalf of or- 
ganized labor and their interests.” 

General Hugh Johnson said he 
would consider asking Governor Frank 
Merriam to withdraw the national 
guard. 

Harry Bridges, dynamic little Aus- 
tralian spellbinder and leader of the 
militant maritime unionists, refused 
comment on the sirike committee's 
action, 

Business Bounds Back. 


The tide of stagnant commercial 
and industrial activity swept back with 
a rush. Individual unions at once 
made plans to return to work. 

Seven minutes after the general 
strike committee announced its de- 
cision, theatrical unions announced 
the city’s moti.n picture and legiti- 
mate theaters would reopen imme- 
diately.

ARMS RATIO PRINCIPLE 
FAVORED FOR GENEVA 


_LONDON, July 19.—(?)—Adapta- 
tion of the ratio principle of limita- 
tion provided for in the Washington 
and London naval treaties to Euro- 
peam land and air forces will be sug- 
gested, it was stated authoritatively 
today at the September meeting of the 
disarmament conference steering com- 
mittee at Geneva. 

The basis on which these treaties 
is founded, said a close observer, forms 
the only ‘real security” and would 
add a “practical provision” to any dis- 
armament scheme it may be possible 
to devise at Geneva. 

European powers “must quit trying 
to form alliances and must take away 
the incentive to invade a neighbor’s

Britain To Increase Air Force 


By 500 Planes in Five Years 


LONDON, July 19.-~4)—Outlin- 
ing the plans for British air defense 
expansion, made necessary, the gov- 
ernment believed, by failure of the 
powers to agree on disarmament, 
Stanley Baldwin told the house of 
commons today that 41 new squad- 
rons will be created. 

Baldwin, lord president of the coun- 
cil and acting prime minister, explain- 
ed that 33 of the squadrons will be 
added to the home force, bringing the 
total to 85 and that the others will 
be for service with the fleet abroad. 

The program is to be carried out, 
he said. during the next five years, 
Since the average squadron is com- 


posed of 12 planes, the expansion will 
mean the addition of nearly 500 planes 


to earry out the British plan to make 
this country equal in air strength to 
any power within striking distance. 

A prominent air authority said 
that the number of first line air- 
craft of Great Britain at the end of 
19383 was S40, an@ that the 41 new 
squadrons would bring it to about 
1,300.

Dysastis americana is the name 
that conceals from the imagination the 
form of the stingaree that is occa- 
sionally found along the Georgia. coast. 
This, like the other forms we have 
been discussing this week, is also a 
shark, with the characteristics of the 
shark family. There are no bones at 
all in the entire animal, but only a 
supporting skeleton of cartilage. The 
dermal denticles, those tissues that 
lend themselves readily to petrifica- 
tion as fossils, are modified consider- 
ably from those described for other 
sharks and occur in definitely localiz- 
ed patches on the body. This particu- 


lar species reaches a known length of 


62 inches, which means that the ani- 
mal is capable of driving that spine on 
the tail deep into the flesh of a hu- 
man leg. 

The body of this species, like. that 
of all rays, is depre , which means 
that it is flattened from top to bot- 
tom and doesn’t imply a thing as to 
the mental state of the species. The 
term “depressed” is the alternative of 
compressed, which means that the 
body is flattened laterally (side to 
side) as in the case of the flounders, 
which we will discuss next week.

the fact that we have here in the 
south timber enough to supply the 
newsprint and pulp demand of the 
American continent in perpetuity. 

They say that it might affect our 
foreign trade relations. We wonder 
if any foreign country ever gave 
a moment’s thought to any such 
specious argument? 

The very fact that our newsprint 
and pulp production is decreasing 
every year, and that 70 per cent of 
the product demand of the country 
is taken from abroad, is the reason 
why the government should lend 
every possible aid for the establish- 
ment of this as a home industry, 
saving to the country hundreds of 
millions of dollars that can be just 
as well kept at home, providing em- 
ployment for thousands of people, 
and turning the pine lands of the 
south into an asset of incalculable 
value. 

It has been demonstrated that the 
very best grade of newsprint can 
be made from southern slash and 


loblolly pine, which matures in 
eight years for pulp-making pur- 
poses, aS compared with 30 years 
for the white pine and spruce, now 
used almost exclusively in tke 
manufacture of newsprint. 

We are now importing 70 per 
cent of what we use and the great 
bulk of that comes from Canada, 
which has reciprocal trade agree- 
ments with England, and to our dis- 
advantage. 

Northern American paper mills 
which are importing spruce 
and wood pulp from Canada can se- 
cure all the pine wood from the 
south they would need to keep their

Exit Nazism. 

It is finished. The first part of the 
nightmare is over. Nazism exists no 
more. But what nobody had expected: 
it was Herr Hitler himself who liqui- 
dated his own movement. Not out of 
his own desire, let us presume,’ but 
because he was faced with a demand 
of the generals and the trust magnates 
to get rid of his storm troopers. I 
am here in Switzerland and was yes- 
terday on the Austro-Bavarian border 
and interviewed a few of the escaping 
chiefs of the nazi movement. They 
were still dazed by what had hap- 
pened. But as the Swiss press stated, 
they agreed: no such base betrayal! 
bas ever occurred in history. 

Hitler has crushed his own follow- 
ers, ordered the execution of his own 
friends. The excuse that they were 
about to come out in open revolt 
against him is not borne out by the 
facts. The chiefs of the nazi move- 
ment were merely worried because 
Herr Hitler had commanded the de- 
mobilization of the storm troopers. 
They could not understand that their 


“great” and “beloved” fuehrer would 
so readily obey the orders of the gen- 
erals and the junkers. But then they 
did not know that the trust magnates 
and the generals and the junkers are 
the ones who supplied the money for 
the Hitler movement long before Hit- 
ler came to power. Hitler had to obey 
his real masters, He could have stuck 
with his followers, but then he would 
have had to face a real battle—with 
the regular army, the reichswehr. He 


chose to betray. 
. » 


The Two Churches. 


It was clear from the beginning to 
any observer with some sense that the 
two groups on which the Hitler dic- 
tatorship rested did not pull together. 
On the one side there were the trust 
magnates, Herren Thyssen, Krupp, 
Frowein, etc., and on the other side 
there were the mass of small middle 
class people. Both supported Hitler 
and lifted him to power. But. both 
had received a different promise from 
the fuehrer. To the big shots he prom- 
ised that he would get rid of the 
Marxists. This promise he kept. To 
the middle-classes he promise an attack 
upon the banks, the landed estates, 
speculative capital and the trusts. This 
promise he did not keep. And as he 
did not keep it and delayed longer and 
longer to bring about any reforms at 
all, after promising paradise in fact. 
the middle-class elements were becom- 
ing restless. 

People began to wonder. There ap- 
peared a timid sort of criticism. First. 
this criticism was silenced with the 
assertion that it was fostered by 
enemies of the regime. That is always 
an easy subterfuge. But criticism 
would not be silenced for long. he 
storm troopers also grew restless. 
When will we get the order for the 
second revolution? they asked. When 
is the fuehrer going to smash the 
banks? Let us not forget that Hitler's 
party called itself national-socialist. 
The national revolution was accom: 
plished. Germany was purged of alien 
influences, as it was called. But the 
socialist revolution. which was also 
promised, was not forthcoming. 

When the demand for the second 
part of the program grew, the junkers 
naturally took alarm, because thai 
was going to be directed against them 
if it ever should come. Hitler was 
in a quandary. He did not know what 
to do. He had several hysterical weep- 
ing fits. This I know from Oito 
Strasser, his one-time bosom friend 
Finally he decided to act. But nobody 
could have dreamed that he would 
have acted so treacherously. We had 
been given to understand. although 
we never believed it, that Hitler was 
the soul of loyalty. Two hundred 
corpses of his best friends now are 
mute testimony of that lovalty.

TOKYO.—(By Mail.) ——Perhaps no where on earth it there to be te 
a more striking, and intensely interesting, cross-section of humanity than 
on one of the great liners, American, Japanese and English, that sail the 
broad stretch of the Pacific from North America to Asia. 

On board good ship Asama, on which every comfort, luxury and re- 
finement of the high seas I found Americans, British, Japanese, Russians, 
Chinese and a sprinkling of citizens of a dozen or so other countries. 
Some were pleasure-bent, others answering the call of business in distant 


parts, others entertainers from the 
United States going to ply their pro- 
fession in the night clubs of Shanghai, 
while many were prosperous Japa- 
nese residents of America going home 
to pay visits to friends and relatives. 

Bankers, business and professional 
men, actors, college professors, writ- 
ers, priests and ministers, school 
teachers—the whole gamut of human 
endeavor, it would seem is to be found 
on one of these great ships plying be- 
tween the newest continent and the 
oldest, so far as occupation by man- 
kind is concerned. 


It is a colorful gathering, with 
every surface indication that good will 
among men rules the daily association 
of the races in the deck games, the 
dining salon and the smoking room— 
and yet, remembering the age-old 
hatred for China for Japan, the tense 
situation between Kussia and Japan 
and dozen and one other racial and 
national antipathies represented by 
the travelers aboard, there comes now 
and then the feeling that somewhere 
under foot there is a smouldering vol- 
cano likely to blow off at any mo- 
ment, 


Veneer Intaet. 


Fortunately, civilizations veneer has 
not yet cracked, with the single ex- 
ception of the case of the two little 
Russian boys and the two equally 
small Japanese youngsters who, after 
a week of keen play together, sudden- 
ly blew up and gave a group of star- 
tled spectators a rare example of youth- 
ful abuse of each other—through the 
use of the common medium of Eng- 
lish!

The contrasting reactions of the dif- 
ferent races aboard to the news receiv- 
ed via ship's radio of the tragie death 
of an American missionary in ~his 
home only a few miles from Peiping, 
emphasized the cross-currents of hu- 
man emotions flowing in that mixed 
company. 

The Americans were stunned that 
a beloved man, who had spent 55 


people of another race—he was a med- 
ical missionary—should have been se- 
lected by even the most hardened 
criminal element of that race for 
brutal robbery and murder. The Chi- 
nese, despite their stoical calm, gave 
evidence that the sensitiveness so pres- 
ent in every educated Chinese, was 
intensifying their natural sorrow over 
the addition of still another instance 
to the long list of happenings that 
have revealed the revolting, from a 
western viewpoint at least, conditions 
that still exist in China. 


Japanese Not Exultant. 


To the everlasting credit of t 
Japanese, there was not the slightest 
indication in their manner of gratifica- 
tion that their arch enemies were once 
more being held up to’ the world in a 
bad light; there was only the proper 
sympathy in their attitude, with per- 
aps a slight trace of some indescrib- 
able something that somehow or other 
gave an impression of increased racial 
and national pride. ‘The Russians 
were thoughtful, as well they might be 
in view of their attempts to colonize 
and sovietize Mongolia and other prov- 
inces of western China. 

Many of the Americans on board. 
including the writer, knew Dr. Ingram 
and were familiar with the wonderful, 
self-sacrificing and oft-times heroic 


labors he had performed in more than 
a half century of servite among a peo- 
ple he loved as genuinely perhaps as 
any occidental who ever devoted his 


life to the effort to assuage the suf- 
fering of a down-trodden and hopeless 


people. 
Not Civilized. 

_ The world cannot rightly be called 
civilized so long as such things can 
happen in the very shadow of the 
walls of a proud city that for centu- 
ries on end was the capital of a nation 
of 500,000,000 people. 

Certainly it would seem from a tour 
of the Asama that the historic miser- 
ies of an ocean-crossing via steerage 
are no more, The passengers down in 
the hold of his ship are not jammed 
in like sardines, without a decent 
place to sleep or eat. They have cab- 
ins, just like the uppity folks of the 
first class. True, they sleep eight to 
the cabins, but each bunk is- spor- 
lessly clean, offers equal privacy to 
that afforded by a Pullman car: there 
is a spotless kitchen and bright din- 
ing room—and even a recreation lounge 
and deck. 

Good Second Class. 

As for the second-class folks, ther 
are far better off than those of first- 
class a comparatively few years ago. 
They are served from the first-class 
kitchen and their cabins, lounges and 
other quarters are no less comforta- 
ble than those on the upper decks. 

All of this for just one-half what 
a first-class passenger must par. 
American tourists should awake to 
the fact that, traveling second class, 
they can go to the far places of the 
earth for little more than would be 
spent for a summer vacation to the 
seashore or to a great metropolis. 

And for the price of even a reason- 
able winter trip to Florida or sauth- 
ern California, you can go around the 
world in comfort! 

Good Sailors. 

One of the delights of a trans-Pa- 
cifie voyage aboard a Japenese liner is 
to be found in the association with 
the doughty little men who capiain 
them. Most of them are small of 
stature, as the sea-faring folk of 
Japan seem to come from the smalier 
instead of the tall and commanding 
type of Nipponese men, but they hare 
square shoulders that bespeak physical 
strength—and square chins that tell 
of determination and leadership. 

ey are a silent class, these Jap- 
anese captains, but they lack none of 
the delightful charm and politeness 
of their race. Captain Shinomiya, of 
the Asama, is no exception to the 
rule. His droll humor and quick- 
changing expressions—more revealing 
of inner thought that many words 
would be coming from a more loqua- 
cious person—were a constant source 
of delight to those of us fortunate 
enough to be seated at the Captain's 
table.

One of them, as we 
are told, “danced on all fours around 
its cage in perfect time to the beat. 


great zoo in Antwerp, Belgium. There 
I studied a large group which had 
heen brought from the Belgian Congo. 
Their great height and huge ears 
caught my ere, and I observed fairly 
thick patches of hair on under parts 
of their bodies. We ean see a bit of 
hair on an Indian elephant, if we 
look closely, but African elephants 
have a good deal more of it. 

Fred Winkelmann, a zoo director, 
tells me that an elephant costs from 
$2,000 to $3,000.

It is the duty of parents and 
teachers to see that into a child’s con- 
sciousness gradually grow these in- 
terests of the greater world and an 
understanding of good citizenship and 
what responsibilities toward the com- 
munity and the country mean. 


I would also like to put in a plea 
that parents, when children come 
home with weird and wild tales of 
what terrible things have been done 
to them in school, will at least give 
the teachers the benefit of the doubt 
and go and talk the situation over 
with them before they tell the chil- 
dren that they feel sure they, have 
been unjustly treated. There are often 


| times when parents need to interpret 


their children to teachers, but there 
are times oceasionally when teachers 


_can find faults or good qualities which 


may not show up at home. 


Therefore, I would beg all parents. 
before they make any rash statements 
to the children, to go and talk things 
over with the teachers. 


The health of children should, of 
course, be carefully guarded both in 
school and at home. These are the 
years when bad habits may be formed 
and when it is most important that 
good food, a sufficient amount of fresh 
air, exercise and sleep should be build- 
ing up strong constitutions to meet 
the life work of the years to come.

CHICAGO, July 19.—(4—Tommy

for the pro title struggle. 

HOT SHOTS. 

“All the hot shots, who broke into 
the headlines by winning a south- 
Siberian, Alaska to Nome or Podunk 
championship, are getting in under 
the exempted list—getting into the 
tournament labeled as a national pro- 
fessional championship by innuendo. 
Fellows like Harry Cooper, Macdonald 
Smith, Willie MacFarlane, Jim Barnes 
and myself, who have won everything 
in sight, must go out and qualify. 

“It doesn't make any difference how 
many champjonships you've won or 
What your record is. You must qual- 
ify unless you happened to sneak in 
on the team. Bobby Cruickshank 
might have won the national open 
championship at Merion last month. 
but he would have to qualify. Harry 
Cooper could spot any one of these 
Ryder cup players strokes and beat 
them. Does he get on? No, Harry. 
like a few of the rest of us, had the 
‘misfortune’ in this instance to be 
born on the other side. We're ostra- 
cized.”’ 


EXEMPTIONS. 

The Ryder cup players, all exempt- 
ed from qualifying. are Walter Hag- 
en, Olin Dutra, Leo Diegel, Gene 
Sarazen, Paul Runyan, Ed Dudley, 
Craig Wood, Denny Shute, Horton 
Smith and Bill Burke. Burke, Hagen, 
Dutra and Sarazen have won the na- 
tional championship. No player can 
be a member of the American Ryder 
cup team unless he is a native horn. 

Armour also accused the P. G. A. 
officials, headed by George Jacobus, 
as Jacking in courage. 

“Last year the south-Siberian cham- 
pionship wonders (Ryder cup play- 
ers) set up a howl heard across the 
Atlantic ocean because they were com- 
pelled to get out there with the rest 
of us and qualify for the champion- 
ship at Milwaukee, Well, the P. G.

Culbertson on Contract

Second Hand Low. 


In the game of whist they used to 
say that second hand should always 
play low and third hand should play 
high. In contract you will hear this 
ancient adage quoted without a full 


understanding of what it means or 
should mean. As a matter of fact, 
this is another instance of the many 
cases where the word “always” does 
not apply at the contract bridge table. 
There are frequent occasions when 
a defending player should play not 
low, but high, second hand, but in 
doing so he must, as in all other 
phases of the game, have a sound and 
sufficient reason. Generally, the 
sound reason for second hand’s play- 
ing high against declarer’s lead from 
either his own hand or dummy is a de- 
sire to conserve his partner's entry 
eard so that it may be used after the 
defending side's long suit has beén 
established. ,

WASHINGTON, July -19.—Crea- 
tion of a unified air force—one of 
the most hotly contested questions in 
American aeronautical policy—is op- 


posed in: the report just made to Sec- | 
retary Dern by the special aviation |

er. 

The committee, headed by the war- 
time secretary of war, based its rec- 
ommendation on the contention that 
its three-month study of American 
aviation problems showed conclusive- 
ly the United States was seeond to 
no other nation in aeronautics. 

The committee's findings are that, 
since the United States military and 
naval aviation have developed to their 
present status through separate army 
and navy air corps, it would be folly 
to make a radical chance in the or- 
ganization, 


The report, which contains compre- 
hensive conclusions, data and opinions 
secured through a study of aeronau- 
tical development in other nations as 
well as in the United States, and ex- 
pert testimony from 115 civilian and 
military aeronautical authorities, will 
be made public on Monday. 


Report Goes to Woodring. 


The printed report of 75 pages was 
delivered to Acting Secretary of War 
Woodring today by the government 
printing office and arrangements made 
for its general distribution next week. 

In addition to opposing the creation 
of a united air force, the report said 
the army air corps lacked sufficient 
fighting planes for its highest possible 
war-time efficiency, and recommended 
the immediate construction of more 
combat and attack planes.

tem. 

Judge Pittman spoke to a crowd of 
‘nearly 1,000, which more than filled 
the East Point city auditorium. The 
auditorium has a seating capacity of 
900 and the audience overflowed into 
'the corridors. 

The candidate was introduced by 
Professor James C. McGee, of the Rus- 
sell High school faculty. He praised 
Judge Pittman’s career as a senator, 
solicitor general and judge and hailed 
‘him as the state’s next governor. In- 
troduction and the candidate’s speech 
were applauded warmly. 

The candidate centered his attack 
|'Thursday night about the governor's 
reduction of the state school appro- 
_priation, along with the slash in other 
appropriations. 

“The welfare of our school chil- 
dren, our teachers and the education- 
al system should be one of the first 
concerns of any ‘state administration 
in Georgia,” he said. “It is too dif- 
ficult for the children of poor parents 
to obtain any education in this state. 
Communities where there is a great 
deal of wealth can, by adequate tax- 
‘ation, support their own school sys- 
tems but there are rural counties and 
rural communities in Georgia where 
the sons and daughters of honest and 
ambitious parents are handicapped, and 
grow up without educational advan- 
tages by reason of the fact that they 
have not the revenue to adequately 
educate the children of the commu- 
nity. 
| Urges School Improvements. 
“We need in this state a modern 
'state-wide school system and I pro- 
| pose, when elected governor to use 
‘every power at my hand to have one. 
[t is the business of the state to fur- 
‘nish equal opportunity to the rich 
and to the poor. It is not right that 
'a state should look at the children of 
| poor farmers and working people and 
‘say we wont educate you because your 
‘communities are poor. This is not a 
poor state. It is populated by one 
of the highest types of citizens known 
to the world and we can educate all 
‘of our children. 


“When you elect me governor of 
this state your legislature and I[ will 
work out a modern tax gathering 
system that places the burden of 
taxation where the burden can _ be 
'borne; we will relieve the farmer and 
working man of inequalities in our 
‘tax gathering system that has ground 
them to earth through the years and 
we will try to find a way to lift the 
state of Georgia from its low mark 
among the states and place it in such 
a position that our citizens can point 
with pride to the results. 

$3 Auto Tag Again Hit. 

Judge Pittman also reiterated his 

opposition to a $38 auto tag for com- 
mercial buses and trucks but said he 
‘Was opposed to any fee of more than 
'$5 for passenger vehicles. 
“The railroads of the state of Geor- 
gia paid over $4,000,000-in property 
‘taxes in 1933,” the candidate said. 
“Commercial trucks and buses paid 
‘the pitiful sum of %156,000 in prop- 
erty taxes. Two years ago Talmadge 
went about over the state saying that 
he favored the taxation of trueks and 
buses in each county through which 
they passed. After he was elected 
governor his campaigu manager, on 
the pay roll of the truck and bus 
people at a large salary, appeared be- 
fore our legislature and _ lobbied 
against the placing of any tax on 
trucks and buses, and that promise 
of the governor has never been heard 
of since. Why has he forgotten this 
promise so soon? 

“Any one knows that it is impos- 
sible to tax trucks and buses in coun- 
ties through which they pass. In or- 
der to do that it would be necessary 
'for numerous country tax collectors 
‘to stand in the middle of the road 
‘and eatch the trucks and buses as 
‘they pass. The experience of every 
istate in this union is that a tag tax 
is the only fair method of obtaining 
‘revenue from commercial users of our 
highways. 

“I am unalterably opposed to a tag 
tax for pleasure vehicles and non-com- 
mercial trucks and buses exceeding 535. 
| will veto any measure passed by the 
legislature providing for a greater tag 
tax for small vehicles. However, I

Favoritism Laid to Governor. 

The candidate accused the governor 
of favoritism in taking out the state 
insurance, charging that old policies 
had been canceled and the new ones 
given to the QOberdorfer agency here. 

“Heretofore in this campaign I have 
mentioned the existence of an iysur- 
ance racket in this state,” he declared. 
“During the administration of prior 
governors, insurance of state property 
has been placed with insurance agents 
throughout the state of Georgia, so 
that commissions have been equally 
distributed. After Governor Tal- 
madge went into office most of the 
outstanding insurance was canceled 
and the largest share of that insur- 
ance was placed with the Oberdorfer 
agency in Atlanta. Our university

“It is incumbent upon Governor 
Talmadze te explain to the thousands 
of insurance agents throughout 
state who are citizens and taxpayers, 
why he has. discriminated against 
them in favor of the Oberdorfer agen- 
ey. It is ineumbent upon him 
explain to the people of this state 
why he placed five-year

Allotment of $478,300 by the public
